Everybody who lake's an interest in 


astronomy is aware thai the two outer- 
most planets of the sulur system, Ura- 
nus anil Neptune, are believed lo rotate 
backward; that is, In a direction con- 
trary to tliu rotation of all the other 
members of the system. 
But the evi- 


dence that they do thus rotate is indi- 
rect; such, for instance, as the fact that 
their satellites revolve backward in 
their orbits. Recently, however, Henri 
Deslamlres of (he Mendon observatory 
has applied a method oC determining 
the direction of rotation by spectro- 
scopic observation, which gives direct 
evidence that In UK; case of Uranus at 
least the rotation is really backward. 
The method is based on the inelinalion 
of the lines in the spectrum of a ro- 
tating body, and resembles that: by 
which a few years ago Professor Kee- 
ler demonstrated the motions of Sal- 
urn's rings. It is lo be applied next to 
Neptune.

was often the'luiost important article in 
the household. The Archards. an aris- 
tocratic family of Maryland, possessed 
a -very large Bible that had been 
brought from England in 1CGO aud had 
since descended from father to son.

Robert Archard adhered to the cause of 
the king, indueucing two of his sons to 
do the same. His youngest sou. Carrol 
Archard. joined ihe "rebels" aud was 
banished by his father. Carrol married 
Martha Curtis, the sister of a brother 
ofiieer in the Revolutionary army. Car- 
rol was killed at the battle of Mou- 
mouth, leaving his wife 10 struggle for 
the support of their infant sou. 


Not long after the colonies had

TIi<* Rotation of Cmnn«i. 


Everybody vrlio takes an Interest in 


astronomy j« av.-nre that the t\vo outer- 
most planets of the solar system. Ura- 
nus and Xeptune. are believed to rotate 
back-ward: that is. in a direction con- 
trary to the rotation of ail the other 
members of the system. But the evi- 
dence that they do thus rotate is indi- 
rect: sucis. for instance, as tbe fact that 
their satellites revolve backward la 
their orbits. Recently, however, Henri 
Deslandres of the Meudon observatory 
has applied a method of determining 
the direction of rotation by spectro- 
scopic observation, which gives direct 
evidence that in the case of Uranus at 
least the rotation is really backward. 
The method is based on the inclination 
of the lines in the spectrum of a ro- 
tating body, and resembles tha*- by 
•which a few years ago Professor Kee- 
ler demonstrated tlie motions of Sat- 
urn's rings. It is to be applied next to 
Neptune. 


The Science of Siofclnsr. 


According to Consul General Mason, 


at Berlin, the trailing clouds of black 
smoke from mill and factory that hang 
over so many American cities, darken- 
ing the atmosphere and befouling the 
buildings, could be eliminated if the 
scientific methods of constructing chim- 
neys and stoking furnaces that prevail 
in Germany were adopted here. "It is 
not every strapping laborer who can 
shovel coal vrho is permitted to stoke 
a boiler furnace in Germany," says Mr. 
Mason. "The stoker in that country 
must learn tfie theory and practice of 
economical firing, whereby the coal is 
so distributed over the grate surface as 
to secure the most perfect combustion. 
The use of fuel briquettes for domestic 
purposes in Berlin also tends largely to 
the prevention of smoke,"
